The United States is the greatest 
sugar consumer in the world, and

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DECATUR ASSURED 
OF DAIRY MARKET 


The situation of the Wise county 
market for dairy products with refer­ 
ence to the movement now organizing 
in North Texas to market whole-milk 
co-operatively was looked into last 
Thursday when a committee of local 
men went to Dallas to attend the 
largest meeting yet held on the vital 
subject. 
The committee was com­ 
posed of County Agent W. M. Love, 
D. B. Gilliland, J. O. Reynolds and 
Secretary Cliff Cates of the chamber 
of commerce. 
The Decatur constituency has had 
repeated invitations to attend the 
several previous meetings that have 
been held in Fort Worth and Dallas 
in the effort to bring North Texas 
producing dairymen into a co-opera­ 
tive marketing movement that will 
have the effect, it is claimed, of 
stabilizing the market and securing 
to the producers a better share of 
the profits of the business— but not 
before had it been found convenient 
or practical for local men to look 
into the matter. 
Recently^, however, by a means of 
indirection it was rather alarmingly 
discovered that unless Decatur people 
awoke to their interest in the matter 
there existed a certain danger of our 
local community being organized out 
of the market on which it now retains 
a grasp— hence the trip of investiga­ 
tion to Dallas. 
The committee feels 
itself well repaid for the effort to 
get in touch with the marketing end 
of the dairy business. 
Information 
of high importance to the local indus­ 
try was learned and it is a matter of 
gratification that the interest of Wise 
county was voiced in the movement 
and that this vicinity must be recog- ; 
nized in any co-operative arrange­ 
ment that is entered into. 
The associative effort of North 
Texas dairymen grows out of the 
persistent efforts of the Texas farm 
bureau to perfect a pooling plan of 
both buying and selling that is prom­ 
ised to eliminate much of the waste 
and expense of production and to 
secure to dairymen greater participa­ 
tion on the profits of distribution. 
The whole effort is still in the 
hands of a committee of producers 
who are acting together with a com­ 
mittee representing the distributors 
and consumers for the purpose of 
reducing the dairy business to an 
entirely more satisfactory economical 
basis. 
The personnel of this com­ 
mittee seems altogether to be satis­ 
factory to the Wise county men after 
the members of the committee had 
been encountered and their general 
fitness investigated. 
It is a part of the plan of the 
movement to assess producer and 
distributor alike one-fourth of a cent 
a gallon for all milk handled as a 
means of securing a fund which is 
to be expended in the better educa­ 
tion of the producer In the cheaper 
production of milk and in the interest 
of advertising to build up a larger 
consumption of milk products for 
whic hthere is alleged to be waiting 
a rich field. 
A definite contract is now being 
studied. 
It calls for certain precis? 
performances on the part of all par­ 
ties to the contract but the entire 
premise is alleged to be contributory 
to all the phases of dairy advance­ 
ment. 
This is a movement of potential 
importance to the general dairying 
interest of Wise county and must be 
closely watched and participated in 
in order to safeguard our own enter­ 
prise. 
It is believed now that local 
dairymen will have to come together 
in a local organization to perfect a 
means of securing the largest benefits 
from the general movement if this 
proves successful.

On account of the splendid results 
that w ere obtained last year by the 
state health departm ent in controll­ 
ing malaria, the state legislature has 
appropriated m oney for the continua­ 
tion of the work during the next two 
years, according to Dr. W. H. Beaz- 
ley, state health officer. 
“ W e propose to organize this work 
on a county-w ide basis in m any of 
the cou n ties,” he said. 
“ In order to 
m ake an im partial serection of coun­ 
ties, wTe shall co-operate with the 
first three counties that w ill appro­ 
priate thru the com m issioners’ court 
the sum of tw enty-five hundred dol­ 
lars, which will be m atched by an 
equal sum from the state and inter­ 
national 
health 
boards. 
This will 
provide for the work for a period 
of six m onths, at the end of which 
time, if this work has been satisfac­ 
tory to all concerned, arrangem ents 
will .be m ade for an indefinite con- 
tiuation.
